;aing is professor of economics at 
California Institute of Technology in

The background of Europe over 
ne past century was discussed and 
:ie rise of industrialism which al- 
vays makes one nation dependent 
n another was shown to be a source 
f misunderstandings and jealousies 
vhich have led to so many European 
vars. The futility of all wars was 
tressed and facts were shown which 
ndicated that war in modern times 
an never be a paying adventure 
nancially. The condition is different 
rom that of earlier periods in his- 
ory when gold or other easily mov- 
•d forms of wealth might be seized 
md 
transported. 
Under 
modern 


:onditions the destruction of wealth 
along with life are the primary re- 
ults of war. Treaties are usually 
unsatisfactory in the long run and 
reduce jealousies which eventually 
ead to more war. 


The genesis of conditions leading 


o the present strife between Italy 
nd Ethiopia was found in the latter 
lart of the nineteenth century when 
taly and Ethiopia executed a treaty

written in two languages, the Italian ablh% °f Italy to colonize this eoun- 


In 1923 Italy and France sponsor- 


ed Ethiopia when she asked for a 
membership in the League of Na- 
tions. In 1924 the English and Ital- 
ians presented a plan for the de- 
velopment of Ethiopia, by which the 
British would build a dam for con- 
servation of the flood waters of Lake 
Tana, the source of the Blue Nile, 
and Italy would build a railroad to 
the highlands of Ethiopia. Emperor 
Haile Selassie was receptive to this 
suggestion, but insisted that Ameri- 
can engineers build the dam, and 
the Italians abandon the railroad. 
Again nothing came of this proposal. 


Within the recent months an en- 


counter between Ethiopian and Ital- 
ian forces on the Italian Somaliland 
frontier resulted in the death of thir- 
ty Italian and 120 Ethiopian soldiers. 
Each Nation claimed the other was 
responsible and an investigation by 
a League of Nations committee could 
fix the blame on neither. 


Prof. Laing laid the cause of the 


present struggle to the need of Mus- 
solini to find an outlet for Italian 
expansion and to turn the attention 
of the Italian nation from domestic 
affairs.

Ethiopia are very much over-rated, 


doubts exist as to the 


md Amharic. A certain clause in 
his treaty, interpreted in one man- 
icr by the Italians and in another 
iy the Ethiopians, led to the battle 
if Aduwa in 1896, in which the Ital- 
ans suffered a crushing defeat. 


In 1906 England, France and Italy 
greed to partition Ethiopia in three 
ways. Emperor Menelek of Ethiopio 
objected to this and nothing came of 
his scheme. In 1915, to secure the 
cooperation of Italy on the side of 
he allies, offers were made of terri- 
tory in Asia Minor and Africa. At 
the settlement in 1919 Italy got little, 
which 
she deeply resented, the

Penn Barnes, one of the valley's 


oldest pioneers, thinks that ten stays 
in the Covina hospital in eleven 
years should set some sort of a 
record. He is just now ready to re- 
turn to his home in Azusa after un- 
dergoing his tenth course of treat- 
ments. 


Mr. Barnes as a baby came to 


California across the prairies in 1858. 
In an early day he and his father 
bought a large tract of land o. >. the 
south side of Broadway avenue, ex- 
tending from Citrus avenue to the 
Center school. They built buildings 
at the old settlement at Azusa ave- 
nue and Broadway, the town later 
being moved to Gladstone, at the 
corner of Broadway and Citrus. 
Some of these buildings were after- 
wards moved to Azusa. 


Penn Barnes built the first build- 


ing in Azusa, hauling the lumber 
from Puente, and entered into the 
real estate business during the boom 
days. He states that he and his part- 
ner often averaged $500 a day in 
commissions. When the boom burst 
he lost most of his money and start- 
ed all over again, and has been one 
of the leading real estate men and 
property owners of Azusa ever since.

Cities to Receive 
25 Per Cent of 
New Tax Money 


California cities will receive 25 per 


cent of the new state automobile tax, 
which becomes operative January 1, 
:>ut they must use the money only 
:or law enforcement and the regula- 
tion and control and fire protection 
of highway traffic, according to Chief 
Deputy County Assessor J. W. Hart- 
man. 


The county will receive 12Vz per 


cent, the deputy said, and apparent- 
ly can be used for general govern- 
mental purposes. Hartman revealed 
this in a statement issued after he 
had made a study of stipulation of 
the new law received from the state 
board of equalization. 


The new law calls for a license fee 


which must be paid at the time regis- 
tration plates are issued. On such 
motor vehicles as this new fee is 
paid for there will be no local taxes 


Inasmuch as the new tax is callec 


a license fee, 76,000 veterans who 
heretofore have enjoyed such an ex- 
emption will not receive any on their 
cars this year, neither will there Be 
any householders' exemptions allow- 
ed by the state, the deputy assessor 
stated.

However, if 
or when this great proposal becomes a reality, 
it will not be adopted because it is morally 
right, but because it is economically impera- 
tive. All reforms based on moral crusades 
have failed until the time came when society 
recognized a material and practical value hid- 
den beneath the appeal to righteousness. 


Every candidate for congressional office in

caring for hideously-maimed men in hospi- 
tals. and another congress and president ac- 
! 


cepts the Bryan concept as their own. A j 
basic cause of war has been officially recog- 
nized. 


Human beings have unlimited capacity to 


rutionah/e the acts they want to commit. 
There is plenty of force in the argument that 
it is a humane act to furnish lemons to fever- 
stricken Italian soldiers. But submarines and

warships do not take these fine points into 
consideration. 
They sink the ships, and pres- 


ently we are at war with England, or with a 
group of nations. 


\Yhat is pence? What is pacifism? Is peace 


a pious wish in the hearts of men. or is it to 
become a practical science of government 
maintained by preventive measures? Shall 
we continue to hate the disease and endeavor 
to exorcise it with maledictions and incanta- 
tions. or shall we remove the causes of dis- 
ease '.'

The American Constitution 


It Is the Master Key That Guards Against All Intrusion 


on Liberty, and That Unlocks All Doors to Peace and 


Harmony—Duplicate Keys Are Not Advisable

•hile kings have bowed to revolu- 
onary wrath and dictators have 
waggered for a little hour and gone 
own to death and oblivion. To sub- 
ect it to the whims of politically- 
wayed legislators would be to de-

be commended, and doubtless the thanks to our compiete acceptance of 
debates will have value, largely in 
publicizing the fact that such a dar- 
ing move has been suggested. 


There is nothing in the constitu- 


tion specifically empowering the su- 
preme court to pass upon the con- 
stitutionality of the laws enacted by 
congress and signed by the presi- 
dent. For this reason, it was even 
hinted by some administration lead- 
ers that President Roosevelt had the 
right to ignore the supreme court's 
decision which outlawed the NRA. 
But a little reflection brings out the 
truth that the constitution provides 
for three branches of government, 
the legislative, executive and judicial 
and it is therefore plain that the 
judicial branch, by virtue of its con- 


this constitutional premise. 


The constitution is by no means a 


sacred document. It was first fash- 
ioned by faulty men, subject to finite 
limitations. But these men were in- 
spired to place the constitution out 
of reach of any group of men, save 
that group which includes all the 
peonle at one and the same time. 
There are many able constitution- 
alists who believe that the supreme 
court should not be empowered to 
decide

means save by at least a two-thirds 
vote of that body. Its rulings on

itself. It is empowered to interpret 
its creator, and therefore empowered 
to nullify any legislative violations of 
the will of its creator. 


The question that Pi Kappa Delta 


propounds is in reality, this: "Shall 
the constitutional form of govern- 
ment in the United States be abol- 
ished?" For, if power were given to 
legislators to override the decision 
of the only body authorized to inter- 
pret the constitution, then, the con- 
stitution itself is abrogated, and the 
constitutional form of government 
ceases. We then become the exact 
antithisis of that which the fore- 
fathers planned, which was "a gov- 
ernment of laws and not of men." 


Neither laws or men should gov- 


ern in perpetuity. Men are ephem- 
eral. They die, and others with dif- 
ferent* viewpoints succeed 
them. 


Laws of men are not immutable. 
They must be changed, modified, to 
fit each succeeding era. But funda- 
mental laws which govern from a 
general premise are more lasting, and 
give greater stability to government 
than power placed in any legislative 
group. The whole essence of the 
'constitution is in this one profound 
fact—that its mandates cannot be 
gainsayed save thru the acquiescence 
of the people, and this permission to 
change, modify or even to abolish

constitutional amendment can be 
considered it is necessary to submi! 
the question to the several state 
legislatures within the union, and so 
vital is such a proposal it is never 
disposed of by legislatures until the 
question has been thoroughly pre- 
sented to the voters. All such pre- 
caution to preserve the constitution- 
al form of government would be ren- 
dered wholly abortive if the national 
congress were empowered to sei 
aside constitutional m a n d a t e s 
whether they did so by two-thirds 
vote or by unanimous vote. In any 
extreme crisis other than that of a 
declaration of war, any constitution- 
al provision that might conceivably 
imperil the nation, can in these mod- 
ern times be altered or modified by 
restoring to the constitutional meth- 
od of assembling legislatures in ex- 
traojdinary session, thereby exercis- 
ing the will of the people in consti- 
tutional form. In time of war the 
constitution itself gives broader dis- 
cretionary powers to the president 
That emergencies in times of peace 
seldom, if ever, rise to a point o. 
menace warranting any constiution- 
al abrogation is perhaps well illus- 
trated by the fact that the question 
of granting greater legislative power 
arose because of the outlawing of thi 
NRA, and none of the chaos, nor any 
of the dire consequences so freely 
predicted occurred. One of the pro- 
found reasons why business did no 
lapse into chaos is that this is ac 
tually a government of laws and no 
of men, and we, as a people, ar 
thoroughly habituated to orderliness

An audience of several hundred 


Orange county citrus growers heard 
their problems, ranging from the re- 
cent wind damage to canned orange 
juice, exports and pooling systems 
discussed in detail last Friday night 
by Paul S. Armstrong, general man- 
ager, and T. H. Powell, sales man- 
ager, of the California Fruit Grow- 
ers Exchange. 


The total United States production 


of oranges- this year reached 146,000 
cars, an all-time record, and nearly 
38,000 cars more than 1934, with 60 
per cent of the increase from Cali- 
fornia, said Powell. "This presented 
quite a marketing problem which 
the Exchange met by investing IVz 
million dollars in orange advertising, 
by exporting over 2a/2 million boxes 
of fruit, mostly oranges, and by in- 
creasing its domestic sales 15 per 
cent over the previous season," he 
said. 


"Early orange and grapefruit esti- 


mates for 1936 indicate a crop 15 
per cent less than this year and it 
has appeared to us that we had an 
opportunity to move our orange crop 
at higher prices than have prevailed 
in recent years and market the en- 
tire production. It is therefore un- 
fortunate for both grower and con- 
sumer that we have had a severe 
wind storm that has caused consid- 
erable loss to our remaining valen- 
cias and also to next season's navel 
and Valencia crops," said Powell. 


Paul Armstrong referred to the 


wind damage as an example of the 
hazards of the industry, by which 
nature may over night upset a year 
of effort and most carefully laid 
plans of distribution. 


"Our chief concern is for growers

losing a substantial amount of their 
remaining Valencia crop," he said. 
'Such occurrences show the need 
for association pooling systems that 
will maintain equity among grow- 
rs." 
Few people, even in the industry, 


realize its rate of expansion in re- 
cent years, Armstrong said, quoting 
an increase in total United States 
citrus shipments 
(carloads only) 


from a five-year average ending with 
1929 of 117,876 cars to 156,146 cars 
for the season now ending, an in- 
crease of 32.5 per cent. By varieties, 
oranges increased 39.2 per cent, lem- 
ons, 11.6 per cent, and grapefruit, 
24.4 per cent. 


"I believe the federal citrus mar- 


keting agreement has been very 
helpful last year and this, and that 
the industry would have been in a 
bad way without it," Armstrong 
stated. 


"The Exchange Orange Products 


company has been putting up ex- 
perimental packs of canned orange 
juice for several years and is pre- 
pared to enter this field any time 
it is decided whether this would be 
advisable from the standpoint of its 
effect upon returns to growers," said 
Armstrong! 


Canned juice now has a thin but 


general distribution, but the quality 
of the product is not entirely satis- 
factory, he reported. 


"A committee of Exchange direc- 


tors has been working on this whole 
problem, and we feel that before an- 
other 
season decisions must 
be 


reached as to our attitude on can- 
ning, whether we should do it our- 
selves, fruit selling policy to can- 
neries, and control of supplies and 
price," he stated.

Brush Fires in 
Watersheds May 
Reopen Suit 


Last week's devastating brush fires 


at three points in the mountain 
watersheds of Los Angeles county 
may mean a reopening of the in- 
junction suit instituted by San Ga- 
briel valley foothill cities to prevent 
construction of the 175,000- Boulder 
dam transmission line, it was learn- 
ed yesterday. 


The brush fire that swept thru 


Altadena and adjacent canyons, thru 
Kagel canyon and across the Malibu 
mountains, out of control for hours 
and fanned by a high wind, was 
started by sparks from a high-ten- 
sion wire swinging in the gale of 


Chevrolet Corner, Covina | carly Wednesday morning, according 


to witnesses. A flash-over is believed 
to have occurred across the 220,000- 
volt line of the Southern California 
Edison company, setting fire to dry 
grass nearby. With the lightning ra- 
pidity it was swept up into the hills, 
and toward residences along the Al- 
tadena foothills. 


Although Superior Judge J. A.
